Monseigneur Choquette and 
Dr. Lyman Address Royal 
Astronomical Society 

The recent eclipse of the sun a.i 
j v>.ï f.,] in Norway, and a Journey 
through Europe, were described at the 
Hoyal Astronomical Society, meeting 
la»t night by Monseigneur C. I*. Cho- 
quette, who is the co-adjiuor Bishop 
of St. Hyacinthe and a well known 
Canadian authority o.-, astronomy. The 
scencrj' of Norway and of the actual 
eclipse itself were described and illus- 
trated by Colonel Lyman who also ac. 
companled the eitpeditlon. 
• Sloaselgr.eur Choquette was one oî 
tl.e party of Americans in Charge jf 
Dr. Mitchell. He arrived -t Liverpool 
on his journey to Norway and there 
visited a fine astronomical school. 
From there he went to Greenwich. 
.Monseignior said, as in Roman times 
all distances were measured from the 
Forum so at the present are they, 
as well as time, measured from Green- 
wich. 

Monse'gnior arrived in Paris just .is 
Lindbergh i-oinp'einxi his flight across 
the -Vtlantic. Ile described ho-is' he was 
Just looking through one o( the great 
tele-iooFCs near Par-'s when ho was 
I'linded by a Cash of light. On asklr.a: 
ils i-auM> he was to'd that it was the 
■searchlight at Le Bourget Field ItghtjJ 
to direct Lindbergh's flight. A little 
later the rumour went around that 'ai 
had landed safely. Never since the 
.\.rmi»tlce. .said -Moniieisneur Choquette. 
have the French becM 3C> enthusiastic.

Pointed Spire on Churches is 
Feature of French 
Regime 

"French Can.id.an Architcctura" wax 
the top c of an address delivered ai 
the .Mechanics' Institute last evening 
by Professor Wlliam Caress, F.R.I.- 
I!..\.. Associate Professor of .Vrchltect- 
i:re nt .MCJili Cnivcrsity. 

I'rofe.<i30r Carieifs po nted out the 
various styles and the peculiarities of 
construct on In both eccles astical and 
domestic architecture ;n French Can- 
ada. The main feature of Frencii 
church architecture is tiie small p..,lat- 
td spire, v.-h,r:h mvar ably surmounts 
the Fre,-.ch churches In Quebec. Thl.i 
little spire is octagonal la shape stand- 
ing on a square base. It is so arranged 
that four points of the octagon exactly 
coincide w:;h :h5 centre ponts oC thf. 
four sides ot ;r.e square. The rooi oi 
the spire is usually c'.vercd with 'ter 
blano," a k nd of tin whch glisten' 
like burnished gold in the sun Ight. 

The history ot this "fer blanc" root- 
irg is very interestln?. T n has never 
teen found in Canad.i; y«t the root 
0.: all early Caaad.an churches an 
covered with it. But there is no recart 
of early importations of I'.- i commod- 
ity, so it is assumed that :hi ration- 
tins of the liritish so di-7.-3 were usei 
to rOi.'f the rel'gioua edifices. 

In domestic architecture, the para- 
peted gable is a feature p-culiar to 
'Quebec. This type of gable r:3e3 abcve 
Che height of the roof and thus affords 
protection against fira w-hich the 
colonists feared more than they did 
Irdlans and an"mal3 combined. Most 
houses cf the French regime were 
built c; •ra.-.d.'m rubble." that is, ston^ 
taken d.reotiy jrom the uuarry or 
fle d and bull: up witiviut belnj shap- 
ed. This leads a nualat and d'stitjctivo 
note to French-Canadian domestic 
a'ch'tecture. The symatry ot the win- 
dows and doors is also typ.cal of the 
period. 

In ths ciriy days of li;^ French col- 
ony nothing but wo >den houses -were 
built, but tli« deairc ft- ..^onieth^n 
more durai^■» and pp.'Wt- .v : h:d to the 
ereot on of stone r^s'.ii-:r.^-^3. l:i thesa 
houses tiie !i..\ivy b;ams acro^is tilt: 
ceilings -n the Interi t are the out- 
standing oharucterlstic.

But in later years as the 
Clasises thin out and the individual student comes more Into personal contact 
with hl.t va: :ouf pr.-'fesfors. he soon comes to reallrc that they aro distinctly 
human and decidedly worth knowing. Some unfortunately never realize 
this and go through college without ever getting to know any single pro- 
fessor well. They little reallrc vhat they h.ive missed. 

But one thine Is ccrialn. that every student, and here the word Is used 
in its more re.'-trlcted sense. U only too anxious to get to know professors as 
intimatp'.y .u» pof.tiMe. And sometimes when this Intimacy Is not appa- 
rent, l! mi;;^.; be .-ugrcfteJ ihn: perh.-tp? I^c p.-ofes>or is- faiil!. The .-teni. 
majestic and unbending professor is admitted to have become '.argely a 
myth, but not altogether, and such are as much at fault as the undergradu- 
.iles who do not seek to cultivate friivadshlp with their Instructors. 

Vnfortunatcly the opportunities .lad means of cementing this friendship 
lire not as readily available as might be desired. One of the best ways of 
setting to l;:!fw pe->p;e !f ;d work with them, but under present university 
conditio!, ^ :!;t i- var-::- v :: k! rather by himself, !n contact with the p.-i rcs-j 
sor, but raiiio: under his direction aj>d guidance than actu-iiiy with him. 
Student acvlvltlcs In the way of clubs and societies whirh arc optr. to pro- 
fessors offer the best opportunities for personal contact, and In this way stu. 
dents are able to see their Instructors in a light which might not be observed 
In the ordinary rr-ursr ff ;cr:urrî, 

Proîcssi': dur.o'.r.f vnnflOeretl that compulsory leriuret should be abol- 
ished for biith ptuù'-r.:! and prc'fc.';.''r>rs and that numerous focial meeting.', 
such as ihc dinner a: which he was speaking, be held Instead of classes, .\:iy 
such step is at present unlikely « occur, but tome move in this direction 
.would be favorable to nil coneerncS. 

This Is a case where the old proverb 'Tamlliarlty breeds contempt" does 
not hold. •:«r '.he better a sttidetit gets to knffw his professor, the more he 
rispects hlni. 

Let us, as s:uflcr.;p. try t? dcvrlcp :hit valuable Intimacy, and in doing 
ao endeavour to see "the other point of view".

comiiion ela.is. Today the b.illadf: are 
nil ml.xcd, nnd of mnny of thcin ilierc 
exist ns mnny ns 32 variants. The au- 
thority of today Is Professor Child of 
Harvard Unlverslly, 

The iildesl enllrL'lioii nf manuscripts 
Is thai made by I'erey. Ilc was visit- 
ing the home of lil.s friend Pllt, when 
he fcund a book In his bedroom from 
which tho' maids were tearing pages 
lo start the firc. Me examined these 
papers .and found them to bo a collec- 
tion of old ballads. They were pub- 
lished in 17CC under the title Kellques 
of Ancient Poctr.v. .\nother famou.-; 
collecter was .Sir 'Waltcr .Scott. He 
travelled In tho lowlands of Scotland 
and listened to tho songs of the old 
people and he saved them ns they were 
sung. 

Among the cliaraclerislics of the 
ballads were such Ihlngs as: anony- 
mous nuthor.Mlilp, air of impersonality, 
simplicity of siructtirc, lack of figura- 
tive Iniigunge, no Inversion, a patriot- 
ism which was not ns artificial ns that 
of today, no personal description, 
vngiin eonceplloiiH of beauty, Xatiirc 
IS a bnrUxroiinil nnd only in Keneral. 
loneliness iind incdltnllon were not 
there,
